Dear Sir: 

I, Colleen M. Werner, do hereby depose and say as follows: 

1 . I am an employee of the law firm of Benjamin Aaron Adler, 
Registration No. 35,423, attorney of record for U.S. Ser. No. 10/006,759, 
accorded a filing date of December 10, 2001. 

2. I placed a telephone call to the United States Patent Office 
either on November 20 th or on November 30 lh to inquire about the 
Notification Related to United States Postal Service Interruption issued by 
the Office of Patent Legal Administration which I had read but had found 
confusing.
